REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 58-81 , 1 1 4 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the references 
of record teaches or suggests in claim 58: forming one of square, rectangular, and oval 
pattern in at least one of said plurality of layers of material, said pattern being defined by 
having raised structures alternating with recesses; transferring said pattern into an underlying 
layer in said plurality of layers; forming sidewall spacers on vertical surfaces of said transferred 
pattern; and forming a capacitor container array defined by said sidewall spacers.
